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SUMMARY  OF  ENROLLMENT  FACTS  AND  TRENDS 

Comparison  of  1 973-7^  Enrollment  with  1972-73  Enrollment.  (See  Table  1) 

In  comparing  total  on-campus  enrollments  for  Spring  Quarter  1973-7'+  with  Spring  Quarter  of  1972-73. 

the  data  show  a  net  decrease  of  2.47  percent  (5'9  students).   This  occurred  as  a  result  of  an  8.44 

percent  (294  students)  increase  at  the  Medical  Center  and  a  decrease  of  4.63  percent  (813  students) 

at  Chicago  Circle.   Enrollments  in  Chicago  Circle  Extramural  courses  increased  by  50  percent  (287 

students).   The  combined  on-campus  and  Extramural  enrollments  represented  a  decrease  of  1.07  percent 

(232  students) .

At    Chicago  Circle,    the   College   of   Architecture    and  Art    increased    its   enrollment    by  6.08   percent.      All 
other   colleges    decreased   enrollments,    with    the    Colleges   of    Urban   Sciences    (66.28   percent)    and   Education 
(23-84  percent)    experiencing    the    highest    rates   of    decrease. 

At    the   Medical    Center,    Postprofess ional s   experienced   a    slight    decrease   of    1.35   percent.       Increased 
enrollments   were   experienced   by   all    other    units,    including    Public   Health    (69.77   percent),    Dentai 
Assistants    (13.79   percent),    Pharmacy    (13.44   percent),    Nursing    (12.03   percent),    and   the    School    of 
Associated  Medical    Sciences    (11.03    percent). 

Enrol Inent    in   Graduate    Extramural    credit   courses    at    Chicago   Circle    increased   by    30.84   percent    and 
Undergraduate   credit   courses    decreased   by   5-00  percent.

Quality  of   Beginning   Freshmen.    (See  Table  6) 

At  Chicago  Circle,    32.20   percent  of  beginning   freshmen    in   Spring    1973-74   ranked    in   the   upper   fourth 
of  their  high  school    classes  as  compared   to  41.10  percent    in  Spring    1972-73-     Also,   69.49  percent 
ranked   in   the   upper  half    in    1973-7**  compared  with  76-72  percent    in   1972-73. 

Percentage  of   Full-Time  and  Part-Time   Students.     (See  Table  8) 

Few  substantial    changes  were   noted    in   the   percent   of   full-time  and  part-time   students   for  Spring, 
1973-74  when  compared   to   the   same   term    in    1972-73.      The  greatest  change  occurred    in   the  Graduate  College 
at  Chicago  Circle,   where   the   percent  of  full-time   students    increased   from  57-40  percent    In    1972-73   to 
63.72  percent    in    1973-7*+.      The  percent  of   full-time   students  at  Chicago  Circle    in   Spring,    1973-74  was 
8'+. 62  and   full-time   students   at   the  Medical    Center  equaled   90.37  percent  of   total    enrollment.      All 
Extramural    students   are  classified  as   part-time. 

Resident   and  Nonresident    Students.     (See  Table    9) 

Very    little   change    in   the  percent  of    resident   and   nonresident   students   at   the  Chicago  campuses  was 
noted  when   Spring    1973-74  data  were  compared  with   Spring    1972-73   data.      Residents  of    Illinois   enrolled 
at  Chicago  Circle  equaled   95-88  percent   of   total    enrollment   and,    at   the  Medical    Center,    91.11    percent. 
All    students   enrolled    in   Chicago  Circle   Extramural    courses,    except   one,   were    Illinois    residents. 

Geographical    Distribution.     (See  Table    10) 

A.  Chicago  Circle   Campus 

Home  addresses  in  the  State  of  Illinois  are  listed  by  16,054  students,  which  is  95.88  percent 
of  the  16,743  registered  for  the  Spring  Quarter  at  Chicago  Circle.   There  are  181  students  from 
36  other  states  (plus  the  District  of  Columbia).   In  addition,  5  students  came  from  2  United  States 
Possessions  and  503  students  came  from  57  foreign  countries. 

B.  Medical  Center  Campus 

Home  addresses  in  the  State  of  Illinois  are  listed  by  3.443  students,  which  is  91.11  percent 
of  the  3,779  registered  for  the  Spring  Quarter  at  the  Medical  Center.   There  are  144  students 
from  33  other  states  (plus  the  District  of  Columbia).   In  addition,  1  student  came  from  a 
United  States  Possession  and  191  students  came  from  42  foreign  countries. 

C.  Extramural  Credit  Courses  (Chicago  Circle  Campus) 

There  are  707  students  registered  in  Extramural  credit  courses  at  the  Chicago  Circle  campus 
and  with  the  exception  of  I  student  from  another  state,  all  are  from  the  State  of  Illinois.
